A notice of allowance was mailed in this application on April 7, 2005, that states a 
patent term adjustment of 443 days. 

Instead, in accordance with 35 U.S.C. § 154(b) and 37 C.F.R. §1.703 (a)(1), 
Applicant requests a longer adjustment of the term of the patent to be issued in this 
application, based on the following facts. 

The application was filed in the United States on January 28, 2002 claiming 
foreign priority. A Notice of Acceptance of the application under 35 U.S.C. 371 by the 
Patent Office was mailed on April 1 1,2002, acknowledging receipt of the complete

application on January 28, 2002. However, an office action was mailed on August 10, 
2004. This caused a delay of 925 days, counted as follows. 

Start count on January 29, 2002 and ending on August 10, 2005. 

However, the above 925-day adjustment is reduced by 58 days (two-month 
extension of time less the actual filing of the response on January 7, 2005) under 37 C.F.R. 
§1.704, thus resulting in a net adjustment of 867 days. 

Therefore, Applicant requests a term adjustment of 867 days, rather than the 443 
days stated in the Notice of Allowance.
